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Mum's fury at safety seat bungle 


A SHOCKED mum branded her 
baby’s safety seat a “death trap” after 
it was incorrectly fitted by staff at a 
Harlow car accessories store - and 
warned other parents their children 
could also be at risk. 

Halfords, in Howard Way, has launched an 
internal investigation after admitting to errors 
made when Janine Price (38) visited the store 
to have a seat fitted for 10-month-old daugh¬ 
ter Lilamae. 

Now the store has told customers who have had 
car seats fitted they can return to have them 
checked for safety. 

Ms Price, from Stanstead Abbotts, only realised 
something was wrong when she returned to the 
shop to find out how to recline the new seat. She

was shocked to be told by the branch manager it 
was a model unsuitable for her car and was there¬ 
fore not fitted safely. 

A different seat she had purchased for her moth¬ 
er’s car was also found to be the wrong design. 

“I was just shaking when the manager told me,” 
she told the Star. “I had my baby in my arms and I 
just burst into tears. To think that I’d been driving 
around for almost a month with my daughter sitting 
in a death trap - thank God nothing happened to 
her, but it so easily could have done.” 

Ms Price, who had responded to the company’s 
advertisements promoting the expert fitting by 
trained child car seat specialists, added: “This 
makes a mockery of their claim to be fully trained

experts. 

“The two seats were fitted on different days by 
different members of staff, but both of them 
messed it up. How many more fittings have they 
bungled? I just want to warn people to get their 
child seats checked out.” 

Although a Halfords spokeswoman admitted that 
both Ms Price and her mother had been sold child 
seats unsuitable for their vehicles, she claimed sim¬ 
ilar incidents were very rare and said a full investi¬ 


gation into the matter is under way. 

“The fitters have been identified and instructed 
not to fit any further child seats until the matter has 
been resolved,” she added. “In addition, the fitters 
have also undergone an extensive refresher-training 
course. 

“If any of our customers are concerned about the 
installation of their child’s car seat, they can always 
drop in and get it checked over by a fully trained 
member of staff.”

abandon the historic building. 

The blaze, which is being treated as 
suspicious by police, started at 7.45pm 
on Saturday at the rear of the grade II* * 
listed mansion in Paringdon Road. 

Flames tore through the basement and it 
took five fire crews two hours to make the 
boarded-up, derelict property safe. 

A council spokesman said it was only the 


prompt action of a council worker who raised 
the alarm which prevented greater damage 

The incident has renewed calls for the 
house to be put to use or sold following fears 
it would be left vulnerable when it was moth¬ 
balled as a community building in 2006. 

Back then, council chiefs promised it 
would be retained for future community use 
but the Star later discovered that, behind 


closed doors, the possibility of selling the site 
for housing was discussed. 

Council leader Andrew Johnson said his 
warning two years ago that leaving the build¬ 
ing empty could put it at the mercy of vandals 
had been vindicated. “I hold to what I said 
then: all assets we decide to dispose of should 
be disposed of quickly.” 

Harlow Civic Society vice chairman John 
Curry said: “Kingsmoor House is an impor¬ 
tant part of Harlow’s heritage and the council 
should treat it as such. I would like to see it 
retained as a community asset, but having it 
empty and derelict is the worst of all worlds.”

Council workers take to the picket line 

COUNCIL services in Harlow 
are due to be disrupted again 
today (Thursday) as staff join 
the picket line as part of a 
national strike. 

The 48-hour walkout began at 
midnight yesterday 
(Wednesday) and is due to run 
until midnight tonight in 
protest at a below-inflation 
national pay offer of 2.45 per 
cent. 

It is thought more than 50 per 
cent of Unison Harlow’s 200- 
plus members are supporting 
the walk-out, affecting services 
throughout the town, including 
the Latton Bush Centre. 

Some schools are also said to 
have been hit as cooks, dinner 
supervisors and teaching 
assistants employed by Essex 
County Council join in the 
action. 



Toilets shut to 
cut back costs 


PUBLIC toilets in Harlow 
which cost the taxpayer up to 
£18.50 a visit have been flushed 
away by Harlow Council. 

The authority is to shut two auto¬ 
matic toilets in Post Office Road and 
one in Potter Street, along with con¬ 
veniences in Old Harlow, Staple Tye 
and one situated within the Town 
Park’s walled garden. 

The move will save the financially des¬ 
perate authority an estimated £2m during 
the next 15 years. 

Tuesday’s environment and community 
committee heard each of the automatic 
conveniences, which will close in 
September next year, are used on average 
four times a day and cost the council £74

daily - working out at £18.50 per visit. 

However, the town centre’s bus termi¬ 
nus toilet will have extended opening 
hours of 7am-7pm, seven days a week 
from this September. 

It was also agreed to spend £60,000 to 
maintain the two remaining facilities in 
the Town Park and another in The Stow. 

Sue Livings (Conservative) was 
pleased the Old Harlow toilet will be 
shut, saying: “The anti-social behaviour 
that goes on there is a worry to all the res¬ 
idents living nearby. 

“It’s frightening to see children walk¬ 
ing past while all this is going on, so I 
welcome its closure.” 


Lorna Spenceley (Liberal Democrat) 
was more cautious: “I fully accept it’s not 
good financial sense to keep them, as 
people spending a penny is costing us a 
fortune, but I am concerned about the 
wholesale proposal. I am worried about 
people who may have a more urgent need 
to use public conveniences, such as those 
with Crohn’s disease.” 

She successfully sought an amendment 
for the council to consult with local shop¬ 
keepers to find a nearby alternative and 
told the Star afterwards that the possibil¬ 
ity of a financial incentive for local busi¬ 
nesses to make their toilets available was 
not out of the question. 

Tony Hall (Con) also requested sig¬ 
nage be put on the defunct conveniences, 
indicating where the nearest toilet is 
located. 


Demolition of 
Spurriers may 
be illegitmate 

THE legitimacy of demolishing 
the former Spurriers site in 
Harlow Town Park has been 
questioned - by a member of the 
committee which agreed it. 

A Harlow Council special 
planning committee in March 
voted to replace the former skate 
park with a rose garden after 
members had apparently agreed 
to defer the matter at a meeting 
in February. 

But at a planning meeting on 
Tuesday, Jean Clark (Labour) 
disputed the official record from 
February and insisted the plan 
had been unanimously refused, 
before a second vote was taken 
to defer. 

Mrs Clark branded the bizarre 
chain of events “farcical” and 
said: “Unfortunately, it is too 
late to do anything about this 
now as the site was promptly 
demolished, but we need to take 
a long hard look at this and its 
ramifications for the democratic 
process to ensure it doesn’t 
happen again.” 

Committee chairman Mike 
Garnett (Conservative) - who 
was acting chairman in February 
- said he had followed correct 
procedures and the meeting 
deferred the decision because 
the “prime cause of concern for 
those who voted against it was 
the prickly bushes, which was 
not a legitimate planing reason 
... for refusal.” 

The controversial vote prompted 
outrage from Harlow Civic 
Society, which has lodged a 
formal complaint with the Local 
Government Ombudsman. 
Society vice-chairman John 
Curry said: “If the decision had 
gone through in a clear, open 
and democratic way, I would 
hold my hands up and say ‘fair 
enough’. But everyone present 
at the meeting that night knows 
that wasn’t the case and, 
although it’s too late to save the 
site from demolition, we have 
submitted a complaint in the 
interests of upholding the 
democratic process - someone 
needs to be held to account.” 


Cannabis 'factories' alert 


POLICE are urging residents to shop sus¬ 
pected drugs dens amid fears more homes 
in the area are being used to cultivate 
cannabis. 

In the past few weeks, hundreds of plants 
have been seized in raids on three homes in 
Roydon and Nazeing. Each followed tip- 
offs from residents, with the last operation 
netting more than 400 plants at a semi¬ 
detached home in Roydon. 

Epping Forest crime reduction officer 
Tony Ellis said: “It seems that these 
cannabis ‘factories’ have become more 
prevalent recently. The plants are grown 
hydroponically under strong lighting, which 
causes the plant to grow quickly and to pro¬ 
duce a stronger drug content. 


“Many of these plants can produce an 
hallucinogenic effect when smoked or 
ingested. In order to produce the lighting 
required to grow them, the occupant will 
often tamper with the electrics in the house 
which may create a fire hazard.” 

Signs indicating a house may be being 
used to grow cannabis include windows and 
doors kept shut in even in the hottest weath¬ 
er and curtains or blinds closed even during 
daylight hours. 

“I am asking the public, particularly the 
many members of Neighbourhood Watch, 
to cast a watchful eye around where they 
live,” he added.

Revolving doors hurt toddler 


A TODDLER suffered a 
serious hand injury when he 
stumbled into the revolving 
doors at Harlow’s Civic 
Centre on Monday. 

The 14-month-old was 
with his mother when he 
collided with the doors. As 
he fell, the door went over 
his left hand. 

Harlow Council last year 
promised to have the revolv¬ 
ing doors replaced with slid¬ 
ing ones but the work has 
yet to be carried out. 


The authority has 
received complaints from 
visitors about the doors’ 
safety and officers have 
asked councillors to consid¬ 
er their replacement. 

A budget of £19,000 was 
originally set aside for the 
work, but it was dropped in 
February by the policy and 
resources committee as a 
cost-cutting measure to 
avoid a multi-million pound 
financial deficit. 

One onlooker on Monday 


said there was panic as 
council staff and visitors 
were unable to locate the 
emergency stop button 
while the injured toddler 
was on the floor. 

A council spokesman 
said staff administered first 
aid and called an ambu¬ 
lance. An investigation is 
currently underway. 

He would not comment 
on the claim that the emer¬ 
gency button could not be 
located.

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No evidence in 
rape case trial 

A MAN accused of committing 
a rape in Harlow 18 years ago 
has walked free after the 
prosecution offered no evidence.

Senior investigating officer 
Detective Chief Superintendent 
John Quinton said: “It is 
disappointing that the case 
against Alan Morton has failed 
at this stage. We will be looking 
at the issues surrounding this 
case and drawing out any 
lessons which can be learnt.”

Bin collection 
change furore

PROPOSALS to scrap 
weekly bin collections in 
Harlow have been met with 
outrage and condemnation 
from residents. 

The Star has been inundated 
with letters, emails and calls 
from people upset at the plan, 
which will see the introduction 
of alternate weekly collections of 
residual waste and recyclable 
materials from separate wheeled 
bins in April next year. 

As well as widespread anger that 
they were not consulted, fears about 
hygiene, bad odours and vandalism 
were among the complaints voiced, 
as were concerns over the suitability 
of some homes to accommodate the 
new bins, which many also feel will 
be unsightly. 

Dickie Doobey commented on 
harlowstar.co.uk: “Hopefully, the 
ridiculous imposition of wheelie 
bins - regardless of whether a prop¬ 
erty is suitable or not - and the com¬ 
plex rat- and fly-friendly fortnightly 
collections will engender wide¬ 
spread civil disobedience around the 
town as people refuse to get on board

with it.” 

Mrs T. Adkins said: “How can 
Harlow’s mainly terraced houses 
deal with these bins? When you go 
through places where they have 
them, they look like shanty towns 
and litter is everywhere.” 

Susan Webb added: “Harlow will 
stink of rubbish and every house will 
be an eyesore with ugly big bins 
stuck outside. Why is it the people 
voted in to represent us completely 
forgot our opinion on these impor¬ 
tant matters?” 

Other comments called for a cut in 
council tax because of the changes. 

A livid Ron Waller said: “I 
thought the local council was in 
place to provide a service to the 
community. The removal of weekly 


rubbish collections is hardly an 
improvement - can we now expect a 
reduction in our council tax to reflect 
the 50 per cent drop in the service?” 

In response to the flood of criti¬ 
cism, council leader Andrew 
Johnson attempted to defend his 
administration’s decision with his 
own post on the Star’s website, 
claiming “most people” were happy 
with the plans. 

“There will not be smelly rubbish 
hanging around - we as a council 
have said we want to KEEP weekly 
collection of food waste,” he said. 
“Most people who I have spoken to 
are very happy with the idea when 
they know that food waste and nap¬ 
pies will still be collected weekly.”

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'Trusted' thief 
gets jail term 


A BEAUTICIAN who stole 
jewellery and cash worth 
more than £40,000 from a 
friend has been jailed for 
nine months. 

Chantale Morris (37), of 
Ladyshot, Harlow, first stole 
Rolex watches and designer 
gems from Jane Milligan after 
meeting her at a Harlow beauty 
salon and also took £1,300 cash 
from her handbag. 

Chelmsford Crown Court heard 
on Thursday that Morris told police: 
“I took the jewellery and money 
because Ms Milligan’s got so much 
and I’ve got nothing.” 

The court was told Morris, who 


pleaded guilty to theft, first stole 
after being invited to stay at Ms 
Milligan’s Wicken Bonhunt home. 
She sold the items to a jeweller for 
£2,200 and, among other things, 
used the money to buy a £700 sec¬ 
ond-hand car. 

At a later date, she was with Ms 
Milligan at the hairdressers and stole 
cash given to the latter by her 
boyfriend to bank. 

When confronted by her boss and 
Ms Milligan, Morris denied the 
thefts but later admitted them. 

Prosecuting, Mark Lakin said 
£12,500 worth of jewellery was still 
missing but £1,300 had been repaid. 

Jane Oldfield, in mitigation, said 
although high value items were 
taken, Morris got just over £2,000. 


“She had bottled everything up, 
didn’t talk about things, leaving 
them to fester, and had committed 
offences as a cry for help, a need for 
attention,” she said. 

Morris, who had lost her partner 
of six years as a result, was said to 
have suffered depression for a long 
time and was hospitalised earlier this 
year after taking an overdose of med¬ 
ication. 

Jailing Morris, Judge Peter Fenn 
said: “These were thefts of substan¬ 
tial value committed in a gross 
breach of trust placed in you by 
someone who thought you were her 
friend.” 

He added Morris was “no stranger 
to criminal courts” and had a long 
record of dishonesty.

Police dawn raid 
at traveller sites

ELEVEN arrests were made in a 
series of dawn raids at traveller 
sites in Harlow. 

Search warrants were executed at sites 
in Fern Hill Lane, Gibb Croft and 
Elizabeth Way in the joint operation 
between Essex and Hertfordshire police 
forces. 

Codenamed Operation Piet, the raids on 
Thursday saw quantities of suspected stolen 
scrap metal, vehicles and power tools seized 
by specialist search teams. 

A number of animals were also taken into 
care, amid concerns for their welfare. 

Officers were accompanied by officials 
from Harlow Council, British Telecom, the 
Royal Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals and HM Revenue and Customs. 

Police said the aim of the operation was 
for officers in the two counties to work 
together to target everyday crime in and 
around west Essex and east Hertfordshire, in 
pursuit of reductions in robbery, violent 
crime and car crime offences. 

Following the raids, police maintained 
high-visibility patrols in the areas. 

Harlow divisional commander Chief 
Superintendent Tim Stokes said: “This suc¬ 
cessful operation was specifically planned to 
target individuals and not communities. 

“We have had a lot of support from local 
people and I assure them we will continue to 
target any individuals involved in crime and 
bring them to justice.” 

Harlow Council deputy leader Simon 
Carter (Conservative) added: “We will do 
whatever we can to crack down on criminal 
activities. This operation is a good example 
of the partnership work that exists in the 
town. 

“We want the town to be a safer place and 
action like this sends out a strong message to 


those involved in criminal activity, or those 
thinking about getting involved in crime, that 
we will not hesitate to support the police and 
use the powers available to us.” 

All those arrested in the raids lived in 
Harlow: a 56-year-old man was cautioned 
for possessing a Taser stun gun, a 42-year- 
old man was cautioned for obstructing a 
police officer and a 35-year-old man was 


cautioned for theft. 

A 25-year-old man, 22-year-old man, 18- 
year-old man and 36-year-old woman have 
been released on police bail pending further 
inquiries. 

Three men, aged 24, 27 and 30, are being 
investigated by Hertfordshire Constabulary. 
A 51-year-old man was released without 
charge.

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Police give knife 
crime assurances 


Fake cigarettes seized 


AN illegal stash of more than 
500,000 cigarettes has been 
seized in Harlow. 

The cigarettes originated in 
China and are thought to have 
been destined for Essex markets. 
They were confiscated in a raid 
by Customs officers last Friday. 

As well as costing the taxpay¬ 


er more than £87,000 in evaded 
duty, the tobacco could have 
posed a risk to buyers as coun¬ 
terfeit cigarettes are often far 
worse for smokers’ health than 
the genuine item. 

The location of the house has 
not been released, but it is said 
to be on the outskirts of town. 


POLICE have sought to reassure 
residents that Harlow is a safe 
place to live, despite the growing 
problem of knife crime in other 
parts of the country. 

The latest figures released by Essex 
Police show a slight annual increase in 
the number of reported crimes in which 


a knife was used, 
seen or brandished 
- rising to 68 inci¬ 
dents last year 
from a total of 62 
in 2006. 

Princess Alexan¬ 
dra Hospital also 
reported a slight 
increase in the num¬ 
ber of patients being 
treated in A&E for 
stab wounds -yet 
there have still only 
been 10 cases 
recorded in the past 
nine months. 

Police claim they 
are working tireless¬ 
ly to combat the 
menace, but main¬ 
tain that Harlow - 
and, indeed, the 
whole county - 
remains safer than 
other areas. 

Inspector Kevin 
Whipps, Essex 
Police head of chil¬ 
dren and young peo¬ 
ple, said: “Essex is a 
safe county and one 
which thankfully 
does not experience 
the same level of 
knife crime as seen 
in other areas of the 
country. 

“However, one 
incident is one too 
many and Essex 
Police will deal 
robustly with anyone 
found to be commit¬ 
ting an offence.”

He outlined some 
of the initiatives 
police are using to 
tackle knife crime, 
including the use of 
airport-style security 
archways which can 
detect whether peo¬ 
ple are concealing a 
weapon. 

“These will be 
used across the 
county in police 
operations to 

enforce and educate 
against knife crime,” 
he added. 

A PAH NHS Trust 
spokesman said the 
hospital had no 
plans to provide its 
frontline staff with 
stab vests, despite 
claims in several 
national newspapers 
that trusts through¬ 
out the country were 
ordering body 
armour to protect 
staff from potential 
assaults. 

“Although we 
have no plans to 
equip staff with stab 
vests, we would like 
to make it clear that 
we will not tolerate 
any threatening or 
violent behaviour 
towards any member 
of staff,” he added. 


Bike safety day 
aimed at young 



THE risks and responsibilities of motorcy¬ 
cling were taught to young people at a spe¬ 
cial Bikesafe day in Harlow. 

Essex Police, Essex County Fire & 
Rescue and the county council teamed up 
with Evolution Road Training Centre, in 
Edinburgh Way, to run the event on Sunday. 

Bikers had the chance to ride out with a 
police motorcyclist or qualified instructor to 
assess their skills on the road. 

County Hall highways cabinet member 
Norman Hume said: “Riders aged 16-18 are 
over-represented in casualty statistics. This 
is something I, and the Casualty Reduction 
Board, take very seriously.”

Work on the project may be carried out by 
the nominating group or by a contractor 
appointed by Harlow Renaissance. 

The winning project must be completed by 
March 2009. 

Once the project is completed the 
nominating group will take responsibility 
for its future maintenance.

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Cities for when 
we're all at sea 



ARCHITECTS have designed a floating 
city which they say could one day 
house the refugees of climate change. 

Shaped like a lily pad and floating on the 
sea, they would drift with the ocean current 
and be big enough for up to 50,000 people. 
Those behind the project say it is the 
ultimate solution to the problem of rising sea 
levels due to global warming. 

Experts predict that in the next 100 years 
alone, the oceans could rise by up to 50cm 
- enough to wipe out huge swathes of low- 
lying countries. 

The cities would have a lake and a 
purification system to transform rain into 
drinking water. They would also have green 
technology to generate electricity by 
harnessing the power of the sea, sun and 
wind, and have manufactured mountain 
ranges in case inhabitants grow bored of 
the sea view. 

It is not yet known whether the cities will 
ever be built, but the designers say that they 
would be harmonious habitats in which 
people and plants could live an eco-friendly 
co-existence.

IT was necessary to be neither an opera 
buff nor an opera lover to have enjoyed 
this concert by Harlow Chorus. 

Opera Gala could have just as accurately been 
called A Lightning Tour Of Grand Opera, for 
this was a spirited journey through the most 
popular of operatic hits. 

The programme was packed with favourites from 
Mozart to Puccini, via Tchaikovsky, Verdi and 
Rossini, and the excellent Brandenburg Symphony 
Orchestra accompanied the chorus throughout.

POST-apocalyptic Earth is the unlikely 
setting for Pixar’s latest CG masterpiece. 

The story of lonely, diminutive robot WALL-E 
(short for Waste Allocation Load Lifter Earth- 
Class), the last robot still operating on Earth 
after mankind abandoned ship, is one tale of 
robot love sure to pull the heartstrings. 

Quietly going about the business for which he was 
programmed - picking up rubbish and 
compacting it into cubes - his only solace is his 
vivid imagination, a cockroach friend and a 
battered video copy of Hello Dolly. 

The eco-friendly message is not so much a subtle

undertone as an enormous moralistic hammer 
bludgeoning the film’s young audience into 
choosing a green and pleasant future of recycling,

Brutal chemistry of blood and oil 


THERE WILL BE BLOOD 

(Walt Disney Studios Home Entertainment, 15, retail 
& rental) 

Director Paul Thomas Anderson’s epic tale of oil and 
greed is an astonishing experience, in the same 
breath recalling the grandeur of Hollywood’s golden 
age while charting wholly new cinematic territory. 
The first 15 minutes of the film are a wordless, 
striking evocation of a hostile landscape rendered all 
the more alien by the unique orchestral score from 
Radiohead’s Jonny Greenwood, which can only call 
to mind the dreamy intensity of the Dawn Of Man 
sequence in 2001: A Space Odyssey. 

Within this barren, brutal environment, we find lone 
prospector Daniel Plainview (Daniel Day-Lewis), a 
man who appears as relentless and hard as the rocks 
into which he tunnels in search of silver; suffering a 
heart-stopping fall, he drags his broken body and the 
fruits of his labour across the desert to the nearest 
assaying office to register his claim. 

By the turn of the century, he’s back with a modest 
crew and engaged in the harsh, dangerous business 
of drilling for oil. Following the death of a miner, 
Plainview quixotically adopts the man’s orphaned 
boy and sets off into the world to build his empire on 
black gold. 

Eventually, his unfailing nose brings him to Little 
Boston, an arid hick town of struggling farmers only 
too keen to sell-up, but in pursuit of the ocean of oil 
beneath his feet he encounters a force almost as 
potent as himself in the form of Eli Sunday (Paul 
Dano) , a frenzied preacher who leads an obscure 
Christian sect. 

Plainview sweet-talks them with promises of the 
prosperity that will come their way in the form of 
trade, roads, schools and donations to the church - 
but once the oil starts to flow, precious little trickles 
down to the bottom of the social ladder. 

For all the majesty of its photography and the Spartan 
intensity of its superb script, there’s no denying that 
Day-Lewis owns There Will Be Blood. In Plainview, 
he’s crafted an utterly compelling character of 
Shakespearean dimensions, a man able to use his 
forthright, measured enunciation, homely manner 
and the appeal of his adoptive child HJ to gull small 
town folk into selling cheaply so he can start 
burrowing down for the oil they never knew they 
stood on. 

But beneath his pleasant exterior and cut-and-thrust 
business acumen is something far beyond mere 
rapacious greed, a dark void of loathing for his fellow 
man that he just can’t seem to fill. 

It’s a credit to Day-Lewis that Plainview initially strikes 
one as cut from the same cloth as Charles Foster 
Kane, but as events unfold he slyly hints at the 
character’s more demonic aspects, callously 
abandoning HJ when the boy is permanently 
deafened in a drilling accident, threatening to cut the 
throat of a business rival in his bed for daring to pass 
comment on his family. 

Amid all the painstakingly accurate recreation of the 
pioneer days of the industry, the blunt brutality of 
these moments come as a shock even as they lay the 
groundwork for the promise of the film’s title. 

In adapting Upton Sinclair’s novel Oil!, Anderson 
effortlessly (and perhaps inevitably) invites 


comparison with our own age and the ever-growing 
greed for oil which poisons our physical world and 
entails so much brutality - while also posing the 
conundrum as to whether Plainview is the way he is 
because the necessity of being the perfect capitalist 
has made him that way, or whether he’s ideal for the 
role because he’s already such a damaged creature.

THE FUKASAKU COLLECTION 

(Tartan Video, 15, retail) 

Best known to contemporary audiences for his show¬ 
stopping, bloody action film Battle Royale, Japanese 
director Kinji Fukasaku’s been in the industry for a 
long time and this set - the last hurrah for the now 
sadly folded Tartan Films - collects three of his quirky 
earlier efforts. 

Blackmail Is My Life (1968) is a hyper-hip caper about 
a group of dapper young daredevils who operate as a 
blackmail gang because they feel excluded from 
Japan’s burgeoning economic good times and don’t 
see why they shouldn’t get a slice of the action. 

But when they get between corrupt politicians and 


the yakuza, events take a turn for the worse and their 
hedonistic thrills become a drive for revenge. 

Boasting a great rock ’n’ roll soundtrack, a gorgeous if 
whacked-out colour palette and the kind of kinetic, 
twitchy editing style employed by Euro trash guru Jess 
Franco, it’s great entertainment with a serious 
undertone to boot. 

Black Rose Mansion (1969) is a far more camp, 
overheated affair, with singer Black Rose hired at an 
exclusive men’s club only for homicidal past lovers to 
be drawn to her intoxicating flame. As even the 
owner’s young son succumbs to her allure, the body 
count stacks ever higher and the heady atmosphere 
practically swims in unbridled lust. 

Its melodramatic excesses rightly earn it a 
comparison to the delirium-tinged lunacy of John 
Waters in his pre-fame days with Divine. 

Finally, If You Were Young (1970) is a more stylised, 
gloomy take on refugees from the economic miracle, 
with a group of young men who just can’t get jobs 
buying a dump truck to go into business for 
themselves, only to stumble blindly into a different set 
of obstacles which look certain to stamp their dreams 
flat.

Imagine the New 
York Dolls played backwards at triple speed, throw in a 
dash of Hanoi Rocks, a pinch of Motley Criie and a 
liberal splash of Slade ... et voila, you get Disarm.

Bo-Peep (album, Flightpath) 

No, it isn’t, because we all know what happens when 


you grow up listening exclusively to ’90s grunge - you 
start wearing ill-fitting checked shirts, grow your hair 
so long you can’t be bothered to wash it anymore, all 
the girls point and laugh and your parents disown you. 
But not in Bo-Peep’s homeland of Japan, where 
Nirvana have apparently just released their debut 
album and everyone’s still listening to Lubricated Goat. 
This isn’t that bad, just extremely dated, comprising 
rehashed riffs, unwashed vocals and formulaic if brutal 
drum patterns that you’ve heard a thousand times 
before.

improving a car is 
relatively easy. 
Changing public 
perception is a whole 
different matter. 

Honda is in the process of 
repositioning itself from a 
commodity manufacturer to one 
whose products are a notch or two 
above the mainstream. 

That’s the aspiration at least, but 
while the products are all falling 
into place nicely, is the brand 
strong enough to sustain this 
premium approach? 

We asked some sample customers 
whether they thought our long¬ 
term Civic 2.2 i-CTDi held its own 
against typical premium rivals. 
Even as recently as four years ago, 
if asked to name the Civic’s rivals, 
anybody in the know would have 
identified cars such as the Ford 
Focus, Peugeot 307, Toyota Corolla 
and Renault Megane. It was only 
with the launch of the latest 
Accord in 2002 that it became 
apparent that Honda was looking 
for bigger fish to fry 
This car marked a departure from 
the company’s previous 
mainstream approach. When the 
sixth-generation Accord was 
launched, the reedy, rather two- 
dimensional feel of previous 
Accord models was consigned to 
history. Honda had built a 
heavyweight contender. 

In order to reinforce the premium 
feel, Honda ditched the budget 
engines, giving the Accord a

heftier lead-in price than 
mainstream offerings. The fact 
that the 2.0-litre and 2.4-litre 
models were still much the same 
price as an equivalent Vectra or 
Mondeo was by the by. The seed 
was sown in the public’s mind that 
the Accord was a more prestigious 
piece of machinery. 

This groundwork is paying off 
with the Civic. Buoyed by a series 
of highly acclaimed 
advertisements charged with 
building Honda’s brand 
recognition, the Civic is a far more 
radical proposition than the 
Accord and, as such, marked a real 
gamble on Honda’s part. 

Given that the average Civic buyer 
was well into their 40s prior to the 
introduction of the latest model, 
the adventurous styling ran the 
risk of alienating existing 
customers. 

In order to achieve its ends, Honda 
was willing to take those odds — 
and so far, the results are 
promising. 

The Civic petrol was the biggest 
retail seller in its category in 
February 2006, yet residual values 
remained strong. The retail sector 
is always an important indicator of 
a car’s relative desirability and the 
Civic had passed its first test. The 
acid test was whether company car 
user choosers who had the choice 
of a Honda, an Audi or a Golf 
would turn their back on the 
Vaterland. 


Status counts for a lot here. 
Company car buyers have 
traditionally valued brand equity, 
often favouring base models of 
premium brands over well- 
equipped mainstream alternatives. 
One only has to look at the rise in 
sales of compact executive models 
over traditional company fare like 
Mondeos, 407s and Vectras to see 
what Honda is up against. 

In 1996 this sector of the market 
accounted for 24.6 per cent of UK 
sales. By 2005 it had shrunk to just 
17.5 per cent. Ford built half as 
many Mondeos in 2005 as it did as 
recently as 2001. These days, the 
BMW 3 Series outsells the 
Vauxhall Vectra and cars like the 
VW Passat and Audi A4 register 
more sales than the Peugeot 407 or 
the Renault Laguna. Badge equity 
is vital and Honda still has some 
work to do. 

We interviewed a focus group of 
six owners who had either bought 
VW Golfs and Audi A3s privately 
or selected them as company cars. 
The aim was to discover whether 
they felt the Civic represented a 


viable alternative. 

All were impressed by the car’s 
innovation, the fact that it offered 
more equipment for the money 
and, surprisingly, that it was a 
better drive than their Golf or A3. 
Some experts have carped about 
the fact that the Civic has reverted 
to a torsion beam rear suspension 
from a fully-independent system, 
complaining that this is a 
retrograde engineering step given 
Honda’s technical acumen, but 
none of our target group 
complained about this. In fact, all 
but one of the respondents felt the 
Civic’s ride and handling to be 
superior to the German cars. It 
certainly trumps them for value for 
money If you’ve been granted a 
£20,000 budget, it’s not going to get a 
whole lot of Audi A3 diesel. The 1.9- 
litre engine is too old and rough to 
bother with and the only 2.0-litre 
option under the budget is the base 
model. 

With the same 138bhp power output 
as the Honda, you’ll have to live 
without the dual zone climate 
control, the refrigerated glove box, 


cruise control, rain-sensing wipers, 
front foglights, DVD sat nav and 
even something as basic as a stereo 
that plays CDs is extra. 

By contrast, a Civic 2.2 i-CTDi EX 
includes all this kit. You’ll even be 
able to specify the optional leather 
interior, panoramic glass roof and 
metallic paint and still get change 
from £20,000. 

It’s worth making the point, 
however, that the most 
unreconstructed badge snobs will 
drive around in a car as poorly 
appointed as a Bulgarian thrift store 
if the insignia on the front is right. 
That’s Honda’s challenge and the 
signs are it’s winning the battle. 
After a drive in our well-specified 
Civic, four of the six respondents 
reckoned they would choose Honda 
next time over their German 
alternative. 

One would never budge, feeling that, 
if anything, he was looking to trade 
up to a Mercedes or a BMW, while 
the other was undecided and 
professed to know little about cars. 
This is a real factor. Many 
customers choose the German 
brands because they’re afraid of 
making what might be perceived as 
the ‘wrong’ buying decision among 
peers and, lacking in-depth product 
knowledge, plump for the safe 
option. 

If Honda can get potential 
customers into Civics, it’ll convert 
them to sales. The product speaks 
for itself. Where the challenge lies is 
in getting typical Audi and 
Volkswagen customers into a Honda 
dealership in the first instance. 
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There are lots of ways 

to buy a Honda.

chance of returning with a medal. 

Australia and Canada are two of the nations 
that stand in their way. A total of 71 nations 
and 1,400 athletes will compete in the Games. 

Morris, who was runner-up in the British 
Tennis Coach of the Year last year, has previ¬ 
ously captained Great Britain teams abroad for 
the LTA but described his latest achievement 
as a massive honour. 

“I’m looking forward to it,” he told the Star. 
“I was honoured to be asked. It’s going to be an 
amazing experience for me but also for the 
boys. There are unbelievable facilities includ¬ 
ing a 20,000-seat athletics stadium and a 
4,000-seat centre court. 

“Paul [Hutchins] asked me to do it; he was 
the one who put me up for the Coach of the 
Year award. I don’t think there is any greater 
achievement than captaining your country.” 

Morris has worked for the past four years as 
a full-time coach at the LTA High Performance 
Centre Batchwood in St Albans and a similar 
school at Gosling Park in Welwyn Garden City. 

He also travels all over the world coaching 
his young players at various competitions and 


Grand Slam events. 

It was the second year running that Morris 
had coached a youngster through to the last 
eight of the Wimbledon boys competition. The 
previous year Hatfield’s George Coupland, 
who was the British U-l 8 number one, reached 
the quarter-finals. 

The Hertfordshire 18-year-old, a giant 
already at 6ft 6ins tall, is now training in 
America and hopes to qualify for the 
Wimbledon men’s singles next year when he 
could challenge the likes of Raphael Nadal and 
Roger Lederer - with Morris by his side. 

And Morris, who began coaching at 
Sawbridgeworth Tennis Club when he was 18, 
has high hopes for two local young tennis play¬ 
ers. He coaches Epping’s Laris Akhazzan (17) 
and Sawbridgeworth’s Katherine Whiteaway 

(14).) 

Akhazzan went out of the Wimbledon boys 
competition in the first round and is now com¬ 
peting in Thailand, while highly-rated 
Whiteaway could well follow in the footsteps 
of Wimbledon girls champion and new star 
Laura Robson when she competes at the All- 
England Club next year. 


Harlow falter in promotion bid

THE wilting Harlow team face a crucial 
game when they take on fellow promotion 
contenders Loughton at home this Saturday 
as they seek to arrest their sliding campaign.
